Paul  was  a Christian,  bonce  his 
prayer  (or  his  auditors.  He  bad 
experienced  a marvelous  change 
of  nature,  had  been  converted  to 
Christ,  the  old  bigoted  seif-right- 
had  been  left 


eons  Saul  ot  Tarsus 
on  the  road  near  Damascus,  and  a 
new  spiritual  life  had  been  impart- 
ed to  him,  even  the  liie  ot  Jesus, 
and  trom  henceforth  Christ  lived  in 
biro  and  it  was  the  joy  of  hia  heart 
to  serve  him  and  to  suffer  for  his 
sake.  When  subdued  by  sovereign 
grace  his  cry  was  : “LorA,  what 
wilt  thou  have  me  to  do,”  and  this 
proved’ to  bo  the  keynote  of  his 
unfailing  fidelity  to  Christ  through- 
out his  eventful  life.  Paul  appre- 
hended the  Christ  ot  (he^ospei  not 
only  in  bis  intelligence  but  Christ 
wss  enthroned  in  hie  heart,  the 
seat  of  his  affections,  and  was  to 
him  a joytnl  possession,  and  when 
he  spoke  of  him  toothers  he  did  so 
as  one  who  bad  experienced  the 
riches  of  his  grace. 

The  life  Paul  lived  was  conso' 
nant  with  hia  profession,  ‘.‘denying 
ungodly  and  wordly  lusts,  he  lived 
soberly  and  righteonsly  and  godly 
in  this  present  evil  world.”  Hence 
learn  that  genuine  conversion  to 
Christ  and  a consistent  Christian 
life  are  essential  to  success  in  lead- 
ing the  benighted  into  the  light  of 
salvation.

This  efficiency  as  a soul  winner 
hts  been  Anticipated  in  what  has 
gone  befoije,  but  let  us  note  the 
several  elements  in  the  make  up 
of  his  effioiency,  so  prominent  in 
his  life.

Not  only  that,  but 
tho  import  of  the  name  Christian 
is  comprehensive  of  the  complete 
work  of  redeeming  grace,  having 
its  beginning  in  God’s  eternal, 
electing  love,  and  embracing  effect- 
ual calling.  Justification,  Adoption, 
Sanctification  and  ending  in  eter- 
nal glorification.  Tho  Christian  is 
bound  in  the  bonds  of  tho  everlsst- 
covensnt  snd,  is  eternally  sccuro  in 
Christ  Jesus.  I am  pursuaded  that 
a belief  in  the  certain  porseverance

I believe  that  Uhe 
holy  influenced  every  true  Chris- 
tian ia  felt  for  good  in  the  varied 
relations  of  life  and  augments  the 
current  of  the  blessed  river  of  sal- 
vation that  flows  on  down  the  cen- 
turies bringing  life  and  salvation 
to  millions.  How  encouraging 
then  in  tho  work  of  soul  winning 
nnd  who,  but  tho  etornal  God,  can 
estimate  the  value  of  the  influence 
of  one  saved  soul  injts  relation  to 
time  and  to  eternity.  Again,  Paul 
knew  that  a Christian  is — 

3.  Happy — He  knew  this,  as  all 
Christians  do,  from  experience,  and 
that  trne  happiness  cannot  be 
found,  out  of  Christ.  That-the  re- 
ligion of  Christ  fills  the  wondrous 
capacities  of  the  soul  and  gives  su- 
preme satisfaction,  that  “her  ways 
aro  ways  of  pleasantness  and  all 
her  paths  are  peace.”  That  it 
gives  support  and  comfort  amid 
the  trials  and  sorrows  here,  and  in- 
spires the  Christian  with  the  bopo 
of  reception  into  the  presence  of 
his  Saviour,  "In  whoso  presence  is 
fullness  of  joy  and  at  whose  right 
hand  thero  are  pleasures  forever- 
more.”

These  enunciations  may  arouse 
antagonism  in  the  minds  ot  really 
good,  honest  Christian  people.  It 
was  S3  with  many  other  doctrines 
on  th|s  same  subject  which  today 
lie  af  the  very  basis  of  nineteenth 
century  civilisation,  and  which  are 
now  accepted  by  all.  Some  of  onr 
nost  valuable  theories  and  laws  ol ; 
science  have  come  to  us  through 
persecution.  Histbry  is  rapidly 
repeating  itself;  and  within  a very 
few  j cars  the  idea  that  “we  mast 
educate  pr  perish  with  our  own 
prosperity”  will  be  a common  ac- 
cepts ncc. 

The  doetrinp  ot  education  is  as 
old  as  tho  history  ot  ancient  civili- 
sation ; but  that  of  Christian  educa- 
tion s comparatively  in  itsincip- 
iency.  That  Christianity  leans 
upon  education  is  diametrically  op. 
pose^l  to  the  religions  of  the  an- 
cients, and  is  very  cautiously  ac- 
cepted by  the  churches  of  today. 
Indo;d,  some  religious  orders  op- 
pose it  almost  to  a man,  while 
probably  none  accept  it  in  very 
largi  majorities. 

Ttjo  town  education  is  used  with 
so  many  different  imports  that  it 
has  largely  lost  its  meaning.  To 
the  [Athenians  it  meant  one  thing, 
to  the  Sjiartans  quit©  another. 
Tbe^o  is  no  similarity  between  the 
meanings  derived  from  the  schools 
of  fjocrates  and  Epicures.  Alex- 
ander was  a patron  of  letters,  but 
his  unparalleled  career  shows  that 
his  donceplion  of  it  was  without  a 
precedent  or  contemporary,  and 
has  jicvcr  been  duplicated.  Pcsta- 
loss  j saw  tM*  whole  subject  io  -a 
new  light.  To  Horace  Maun, 
whoke  name  can  only  bo  handled
